Launching what may be described as an extensive local attack, 
French Sunday morning ^xroke through 
the

This was over a front of approximately nine miles, from Carlepont, 
east of the Oise, to Frontenoy, about six miles west of Soisscns. 
It 
is repotted an advance of one and three-tenths miles was made. 
A 
total of 1,700 prisoners is reported from Paris. 
It is reported from 
London an extieme penetration of two miles has been made. 
The 
villages of Nompel and Noron-Vingre 
have 
been 
captured^and the 
French 
have reached the southern end of the ravine 
at 
Andigni- 
court, which is between Nampoel and Nouvron-Vingre. 
Since the situation along the Aisne and Vesle and in Picardy has 
seemed to be approaching a deadlock, indicating a return to old trench 
warfare, an attack in the sector between the Aisne and the Oise has 
been expected. 
This line is vital to the German positions each side 
of it. 
lf it can be broken the whole German defensive scheme would 
be thrown out of joint. 


While the front over which the assault was launched, 
as 
com­ 
pared With those of the Marne and Picardy drives, is short, the suc­ 
cess points to Marshal Foch breaking the enemy resistance by a flank 
attack instead of a center attack between Soissons and 
Rheims and 
between th e Oise and the Ancre. 
The region in which the attack was made 
is 
quite 
rough 
and 
would seem well adapted to defensive warfare and has high wooded 
ridges here and there. 
It is an extension of the hilly district along 
the Oise. 


Along the Picardy battle front there have been local actions in 
which the French took 400 prisoners.
